Kuwaitis bank on U.S. against Iraq 


KUWAIT (AP) — Once 
again confronted with the 


“will it really do it this time?” 

But, hardened by repeated 
periods of tension with Iraq 
over the last 4-16 years, there 
is little sign of panic — no 
stockpiling of food, no long 
lines- outside gasoline sta- 
tions, no rush to withdraw 
'money from the banks, no. 
preparations for a fast get- 
away. 

Kuwaitis and foreign busi- 
ness executives enjoyed their 
weekends at beach houses to 
escape the sizzling desert 
beat. 

“This looks like a never- 
ending story,” said Salah 
Mohammad, a 30-year-old 
banker. “Every time we get 
whipped up about the possi-. 
bility that Saddam Hussein's 
end might have come, we get 
let down.” 

But following the Aug. 8 
defection of President Sad- 
dam’s senior' aides, many 
Kuwaitis -Teet ■ tiiat the pros- 
pect of the Baghdad regime 
collapsing is how closer. 

Yet. even as they suspect 
President Saddam’s days may 
be numbered, Kuwaitis are 
concerned that despite U.N. 
efforts to dismantle Iraq's 
weapons of mass destruction, 
it .still possesses a secret 
arsenal and may lash out in a 
doomsday blitz before Sad- 
dam goes down. 


“He has biological 
weapons which he might use 
if he finds that he's going to 
die,” said Salim Rashid, a 
civil servant. 

The Clinton administration 
has started moving combat 
equipment toward the Gulf 
and ordered military units to 
prepare for possible rapid de- 
ployment amid indications of 
unusually high rriilitary activ- 
ity around Baghdad. 

Iraq invaded Kuwait in 
August 1990, only to be 
driven out seven, months later 
by U.S.-led forces. 

Last October, after repe- 
ated border incursions and 
skirmishes, Iraq moved its 
crack Republican Guard divi- 
sions southwards towards the 
Kuwaiti border. 

But it pulled them back 
after the Americans and their 
allies responded with a major 
military deployment of their 
own.

Ministry to begin cancer registry in '96 

Radiologist says cancer incidence 
lower than in other countries 
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AMMAN (Petra) — The 
Ministry of Health has creat- 
ed a special unit to begin a 
cancer registry in the King- 
dom starting in 1996, accord- 
ing to Samir Kayed, head of 
the Radiology Department 
at the ministry. 

Addressing the opening 
session of a two-day confer- 
ence on cancer, organised by 
the Jordanian Tumour Soci- 
ety, Dr. Kayed said that the 
unit has already been ade- 
quately supplied and staffed, 
the unit will also work to 
develop a strategy to pro- 
mote cancer prevention. 

Dr. Kayed, deputising for 


Health Minister Aref 
Batavneh, told the meeting 
that according to available 
information, Jordan does not 
have a serious cancer prob- 
lem. 

He said that studies of sta- 
tistics available to the min- 
istry reveal that cancer cases 
in the Kingdom are relative- 
ly far below those in other 
countries. 

Nonetheless, Dr. Kayed 
said the Ministry of Health 
has given attention to the 
treatment of cancer by help- 
ing to create the Al Amal 
Cancer Centre which is due 
to open shortly. 


The centre will conduct 
research and offer treatment 


to cancer panents. 

A total of 35 working 
papers are before the dele- 
gates to the two-day confer- 
ence.

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Jordan, Israel to sign energy accord today

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AMMAN — Jordan and 
Israel today sign an accord 
in cooperation in energy that 
would involve joint studies 
on exploiting shale oil and 
benefiting from each other’s 
experience in rationalising 
consumption of energy. 

The agreement, which will 
be signal in Aqaba by Min- 
ister of Energy and Mineral 
Resources Samih Darwazeh 
and his Israeli counterpart, is 
part of a series of accords 
that Jordan and Israel would 
enter after the two countries 
made peace and signed a 
peace treaty in October. 

In comments carried by 
the Jordan News Agency, 
Petra, Mr. Darwazeh said 
the accord would also pro- 
vide for exchange of infor- 
mation in the use of solar 
and wind energy as well as 
rationalise the use of energy 
and oil. 

The. two sides will also 
conduct joint seismological 
surveys in the southern Wadi 
Araba region, Petra quoted 
Mr. Darwazeh as saying. 

Jordon and Israel will also 
connect their national power 


l ;xf&fy link in the Aqaba-Eilar 
area is already under way. 

.■ .V This connection will allow 
Israel to use extra power 
generated at the Aqaba Ther- 
mal Power Plant for use at 
its considerably large 
tourism infrastructure at 
Eilat, including hotels and 
other facilities. 

However, the major con- 
nection between the power 
grids will be in the central 
region and is expected to 
take some time because of 
the size of the project and 
costs involved. 

Once that projecr is com- 
pleted, Israel would be pan 
of a regional network that 
involves Jordan, Egypt, 
Syria and Turkey. 

Officials say that the net- 
work would be complete by 
1998, by which time Israel is 
expected to have reached a 
peace accord with Syria. ’ 
Iraq is also pan of the 
regional network under an 
agreement signed in 1994, 
but (hat country could be the 
last ro be connected with the 
network because of the con- 
tinuing sanctions that were 
imposed on it by the United 
Nations in 1990. 


Jordan and Israel have 
signed several cooperatjpir; 
agreements after the signing - 
of the peace treaty. These 
include border security and 
travel procedures as well as 
tourism. 

The two sides have already 
worked out a draft trade 
accord, which was supposed 
to have been signed before 
May 10 but was delayed 
because of conflicting 
approaches. The way for 
signing the trade accord was 
cleared when Parliament last 
month ratified laws that 
repealed decades-old legis- 
lation against any dealing 
with Israel. 

In the field of energy, 
Israeli expertise in utilising 
shale oil and advanced use 
of solar energy is expected 
to benefit Jordan. Both 
countries have huge deposits 
of shale rock in the central 


region. 

Jordan has received sever- 
al proposals from foreign 
companies to set up shale oil 
energy plants on a ‘’build, 
own and operate" as well as 
“build, operate and transfer” 
basis, but no definite shape 
has been given to any pro- 
ject yet. 
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Study on labour migration problem 
cites weak policies of departments 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Min- 
istry of Planning Saturday 
said the existence of so 
many foreign workers is 
partly attributable to weak 
policies on guest workers by 
concerned departments, 
among them the Ministry of 
Interior, the Ministry of 
Labour and the Public Secu- 
rity Department. 

A study conducted by the 
ministry disclosed Saturday 
that the largest number of 
non-Jordanian labourers 
employed in the Kingdom 
were Egyptians, followed by 
Iraqis and Syrians. 

The study, contained in a 
working paper submitted to 
the opening session of a 
seminar on migration of 
labourers, said that Jordani- 
ans working in Arab coun- 
tries in 1993 numbered near- 
ly 275,000. while non-Jorda- 
nians living here were esti- 
mated at 257,921 of whom 
nearly 88 per cent were of 
Arab nationalities. 


The study, which was ore- 
lared by Hussein Khatib. a 


pared by Hussein Khatib, a 
Ministry of Planning consul- 
tant. said that non-Jordani- 
ans with work permits con- 
stituted 15.3 per cent of the 


total number of guest w ork- 
ers in the Kingdom. 

According to the paper, 
unemployment and the will- 
ingness on the pan of the 
government to cooperate 
with Arab Gulf states played 
a major pan in the migration 
of Jordanian workers to 
other states. 

Minister of Labour Nader 
Abu! Sha’ar said that this 
ministry has always encour- 
aged and facilitated maners 
for Jordanian workers living 
and working abroad. 

The study also said that the 
reasons behind the existence 
of a large number of non- 
Jordanan workers in Jordan 
were, first, the adoption by 
the Ministry of Labour of an 
open-door policy in receiv- 
ing non-Jordanian workers, 
second, weaknesses in 
department policies to con- 
trol the labour market espe- 
cially as Arabs are not 
required to obtain a visa to 
enter Jordan, and third, 
employer preferences to hire 
non- Jordanians who are 
more willing to accept lower 
wages.

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Chechens continue h anding in arms despite Russian attacks 


GROZNY (AFP) - Chechen 
fighters continued surren- 
dering their weapons Satur- 
day, despite reports of ongo- 
ing fighting between guerril- 
las and Russian forces, a 
spokesman for Chechen sep- 
aratist leader * Dzhokhar 
Dudayev said. 

“The Russian firing at 
Achkhoy Marfan was a 
provocation destined to 
interrupt negotiations” 
Movlady Udugov told AFP, 
referring to Russian attacks 
this week in the area 50 kilo- 
metres west of Grozny. 

But he said the disarma- 
ment operation, begun 
August 16 in southeast 
Chechnya, would continue 
Saturday in Achkhoy Martan 
and in Shali, a former sepa- 
ratist stronghold 30 kilome- 
tres south of Grozny. 


the second largest town in 
the republic, situated 50 
kilometres east of the capi- 
tal. and in Shatoi in the 
mountains to the south. 

He said Chechens had 
handed six armoured troop 
transports over to Russian 
forces Friday in Gekhi, a 
email town 30 kilometres 
southwest of Grozny. 


Udugov added Achkhoy 
Martan had elected 25 mem- 
bers to a Chechen self- 
defence committee in return 
for disarming, in line with 
the Russian-Chechen mili- 
tary agreement signed July 
30. According to Udugov, 
preparations for disarma- 
ment -should also take place 
in foe regions of Gudermes, 


Vasily Pancbenkov, mem- 
ber of the Russian delega- 
tion to peace talks, told AFP 
the Russian-Chechen com- 
mission responsible for 
monitoring the disarmament 
process was due Saturday to 
travel to Achkhoy Martan, 
Shali and Kurcbaloy; a large 
town east of Shali. 

Earlier Saturday, the Russ- 
ian ITAR-TASS news 
agency reported a Russian 
soldier was killed and two 
others wounded in one of 12 
separate attacks by Chechen 
fighters in the republic 
overnight 

The troops returned fixe in 
several of the attacks, the 
agency added, citing the 
Russian interior ministry in 
foe Chechen capital Grozny. 

Moscow's Echo Radio 
reported Friday Vladimir 


Zorin, who headed the Russ- 
ian delegation at the peace 
talks which produced the 
accord, and Chechen chief 
negotiator Khodzhakhmed 
Yankhanov had agreed to 
resume political talks on the 
future of Chechnya in 
Grozny on Tuesday. 

Under the military accord, 
Chechen self-defence units 
of up to 25 lightly armed 
men are to be set up in vil- 
lages after guerrillas surren- 
der their weapons and Russ- 
ian troops withdraw. 

Russia is to leave behind 
one brigade of interior min- 
istry troops and one mecha- 
nised brigade of army troops 
in Chechnya for a total of 
about 6,000 troops. 

But disagreements over 
disarmament and lists of 
prisoners to be' exchanged 
have held up the fell imple- 
mentation of the accord. 
Russian troops poured into 
the small Caucuses Republic 
last December to crush an 
independence bid led by 
Dudayev. The intervention 
triggered an eight-month 
war that has left between 
15,000 and 30,000 dead, 
according to various esti- 
mates.

A1 Faran, which kid- 
napped five Western tourists 
from Kashmir’s scenic 
P ahalg am Mountains last 
month, beheaded Norway’s 
Hans Christian Ostroe last 
weekend. 

Asked whether foe govern- 
ment planned to mount a 
commando raid on the little- 
known group’s mountain 
hideout, an official 
spokesman said: “Only if the 
other options are closed off 
and we think the hostages 
are not safe, then we’U con- 
sider it.” 

“They won’t come to 
terms till they are worn out,’ 
he added. 

The group, responding to 
news that foreign hostage 
negotiators had joined 
efforts to free foe hostages, 
warned on Friday that foe 
four would be killed in any 


raid. 

“A1 Faran has expressed 
its surprise over the govern- 
ment’s plans to launch a mil- 
itary operation for foe rescue 
of foe tourists,” Al-Faran 
said in a statement to an 
international news ageocy in 
Srinagar, summer capital of 
J ammu and Kashmir. 

The warning came as 
diplomats confirmed that 
British police negotiators 
from Scotland Yard bad 
been in India for “some 
days” to support attempts to 
end a six-week hostage-tak- 
ing ordeal in which a Nor- 
wegian tourist was beheaded 
by his shadowy captors. 

An Indian official declined 
to confirm or deny press

Analysts: Carlsson resignation 
gives time to find successor 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Prime Minister . Ingvar 
Cadsson’s sudden 

announcement he will step 
down next spring is a 
shrewd move aimed at giv- 
ing bis Social Democratic 
Party time to find a viable 
successor, political com- 
mentators said Saturday. 

Mr. Cadsson’s decision is 
“a logical and tactical 
choice,” an editorial in the 
Swedish daily Dagens 
Nyheter said Saturday. 

After 10 years at foe helm 
of his party, including seven 
as prime minister, Mr. 
Carlsson, 60, considered the 
time had come “to pass on 
the torch” to a new genera- 
tion and bring his party into 
the 21st-century, foe 
Swedish daily Svenksa 
Dagbladet added. 

Through foe abrupt 
announcement Mr. Carls- 
son apparently hopes to 
leave his party sufficient 
time between now and next 
. March to find a successor 

He also hoped to profit 
from his strong popularity 
in -the country to lead the 
Social Democrats to victory 
during European elections 
in September, and so retire 
on a high note, analysts 
said. 

Mr. Carlsson ’s decision 
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BILBAO, Spain (AFP) -

“We need a considerable 
overhaul of the whole sys- 
tem of running foe special 
services and forces of order” 
to protect society against 
crime, he added. 

However he denied plans 
to re-establish the former 
KGB intelligence service in 
foe all-embracing form it 
once enjoyed It has been 
replaced by two services, 
one for external and one for 
internal security.

Pope says unity with 
Chinese church difficult

VATICAN CITY (R) — Pope 
John Paul said Saturday he 
believed followers of China's 
Catholic church, ‘forced by 
communist authorities to 
renounce ties with the Vatican 
four decades ago, privately 
recognised his supremacy. 

But he expressed doubt 
unity with Rome would come 
‘soon. 

“What we are talking about 
is a long and difficult jour- 
ney," foe Pope said. ‘The 
goal is clear enough, bur the 
path leading to it seems still 
obscure." 

The remarks were foe 
Pope's first major aatement 


on China since his Asian- 
Pacific tour last January when 
Vatican -Si no relations 
appeared to be warming up. 

He was speaking to nine 
Taiwanese bishops, including 
Archbishop Joseph Ti-Kang 
of Taipei, during a meeting at 
his summer residence in 
C3steIgandolfo, outside 
Rome. 

It was the establishment of 
diplomatic ties with Taiwan 
which prompted China to 
break with the Vatican in 
!957. 

China has said it will not 
normalise relations until the 
Vatican severs its ties with 


Taiwan. 

The Vatican, on the other 
hand, has demanded. recogni- 
tion of the Pope’s primacy 
before it renews ties with 
China. 

Beijing controls the prac- 
tice of the Roman Catholic 
faith in China through" foe 
state-sponsored Catholic 
Patriotic Association (CPA}, 
whose three million members 
are. not allowed to recognise 
the Pope's authority. 

Several million other Chi- 
nese Catholics remain faithful 
to Rome by worshipping as 
members of an underground 
church.

Britain marks World War II 
anniversary in solemn mood 


LONDON (R) — A lone 
Lancaster bomber showered 
a million red poppies in 
; from of Buckingham Palace 
on Saturday as Britain 
snove to put bitterness aside 
. in a solemn commemoration 
of the 50th anniversary of 
• the end of World War II. 

Some 25,000 bemedalled 
veterans from Britain and its 
former empire stood proudly 
for an open-air service of 
remembrance outside the 
palace before marching past 
Queen Elizabeth. 

“We are not here today to 
reopen old wounds or to 
relive past enmities," said 
the Reverend James Hark- 
ness, leader of the Church of 
Scotland, in the main 
address. 

“We have come to give 
thanks for the end of a con- 
flict that engulfed our 
world,” Rev. Haikness 
added. 

Echoing the spirit of rec- 
onciliation, the ceremony 
brought together Prince 
Charles and his estranged 
wife Princess Diana, who sat 
with their children William 
and Harry in a rare public 
display of family together- 
ness. 

The mood was one of 
sober reflection in stark con- 
trast to the party spirit of 
Britain's commemoration in 
may of the 50th anniversary 
of the end of the war in 
Europe. 

Religious leaders repre- 
senting China, Africa, India 


and Britain offered prayers 
for the dead and spoke of 
reconciliation but the old 
war enemies — Japan, Ger- 
many and Italy — were 
never mentioned. 

After a one-minure 
silence, a Lancaster bomber 
flew low over the mall lead- 
ing to Buckingham Palace 
and sent red poppies — 
symbolising the dead of two 
world wars — cascading 
over the crowds sitting and 
standing in front of the royal 
residence. 

Queen Elizabeth, her bus- 
band Prince Philip, Prince 
Charles, Princess Diana, 
Prince Edward and Princess 
Anne later charted with the 
old soldiers, many of whom 
had been standing for hours 
in temperatures of about 30 
degrees Celsius. 

The August 15, 1945 
anniversary has been marred 
for many British veterans by 
what they see as a half- 
hearted and belated apology 
by Japan for its war-time 
actions. 

Many viewed the land- 
mark public statement on 
Tuesday by Prime Minister 
Tomiiehi Murayama as a 
personal apology rather than 
the expression of remorse 
they were seeking on behalf 
of the entire nation of Japan. 

More than 12,000 Britons 
died in Japanese captivity. 

“It is difficult, even after 
all this time, for the wounds 
to heal and although we 
respect the Japanese l don’t 


think people like us can ever 
forgive them,** said Arthur 
Webster of the East Indies 
fleet. • . 

"I was among. jOnftjPjf thf 
first to go into Singapore 
and when you saw walking 
skeletons covered in what 
looked like silk stocking you 
can’t forget those things,” 
Mr. Webster told reporters. 

Prince Philip, who served 
in the navy during the war, 
said he understood why 
many former PoWs found it 
* hard to forgive the Japanese. 

“I think it is very silly to 
say that these individuals 
should somehow be recon- 
ciled to their captors and 
their tormentors," he told 
BBC television in an inter- 
view. 

Six holders of the Victoria 
Cross and George Cross — 

Britain's top gallantry 
awards — marched past the 
queen at the head of a one- 
mile (1.6-km) long proces- 
sion of about 10,000 old sol- 
diers, some in wheelchairs, 
followed by military vehi- 
cles, floats and bands. 

In an unscheduled appear- 
ance, Prince Philip marched 
with members of the Burma 
Star Association, rather than 
standing on the reviewing 
stand with the queen. » 

Later, the queen was to 
watch a flypast of Swordfish 
and Spitfire aircraft and a 
display by the Red Arrows 
acrobatics team before a 
spectacular fireworks show 
over the River Thames. 


Indonesian reaction to burnings 
of its flag in Australia intensifies 


JAKARTA (R) — Burn- 
ings of the Indonesian flag 
in Australia have triggered a 
call in Jakarta for an import 
boycott and the ruling party 
has urged Canberra to act 
firmly in dealing with the 
protesters, media reports 
said on Saturday. 

Foreign Minister Ali 
Atoms, quoted by the official 
Aniara news agency, called 
the burnings in Australia, as 
well as similar incidents in 
the Philippines, Spain and 
New Zealand, “uncivilised 
acts." 

“With tbeir uncivilised 
acts, they (the protesters) are 
dying to damage Indonesia's 
relations with Australia. 
New Zealand, Spain and the 
Philippines,” be said. 

The Australian burnings 
were done in protest against 
Indonesia's annexation and 


rule over the former Por- 
tuguese colony of East 
Timor. They coincided with 
Indonesia’s 50th anniversary 
celebrations. 

“We will stop importing 
from Australia one month 
from now if all Fretilin 
members are not expelled 
from Australia by that time,” 
Amiruddin Saud, head of the 
Association of Indonesian 
Importers, was quoted as 
saying by the Jakarta Post 
daily. 

Indonesian forces have 
been fighting secessionist 
Fretilin guerrillas in East 
Timor since the 1975 
Indonesian invasion after the 
Portuguese left. 

Antara said Indonesia's 
imports from Australia 
totalled $1.5 billion in 1994, 
while exports were worth 


S705 million. 

Information Minister 
Harmoko, speaking as chair- 
man of Indonesia's ruling 
Golkar Party, called on the 
Australian government to 
take stem action against the 
flag burners. 

“Golkar is calling on the 
Australian government to 
bear responsibility for the 
flag burning incident which 
occurred while Indonesia 
was celebrating the 50th 
anniversary of its indepen- 
dence," Mr. Harmoko, quot- 
ed by Antara, said. 

“We are asking Australia 
to bear responsibility based 
on morality.” he aided 

In another reaction. 
Indonesia’s powerful mili- 
tary said it welcomed a sug- 
gestion by Australian 
Defence Minister Robert 


Ray that Canberra should 
ban the burnings of a foreign 
flag. 

“The suggestion is a good 
one and the Australian gov- 
ernment should think about 
it as it will help ensure Aus- 
tralia’s good relations with 
other countries, which see 
their national flags as a sym- 
bol of dignity." Brigadier- 
General Suwaroo Adiwi- 
joyo, the armed forces 
spokesman, was quoted as 
saying by Antara. 

In Jakarta on Friday, mem- 
bers of an Indonesian gov- 
ernment-sanctioned youth 
movement raised the ante in 
the row with Australia, tear- 
ing, kicking and burning two 
Australian flags in front of 
the Australian embassy com- 
pound. 

Following the incident, the 
Jakarta Post quoted Mr. 


Alatas as saying: “I com- 
pletely understand and agree 
that there is an overflow of 
anger but it would be better 
if there were no flag burn- 
ing... We must show that our 
nation is more civilised.” 

Antara, meanwhile, quoted 
the army's general chief-of- 
siaff, ’ Lieutenant-General 
Soeyono, as saying the flag 
burning controversy would 
not disrupt his plans to visit 
Australia os scheduled at the 
end of this month. 

Ties between the two 
countries have been strained 
in recent months by a series 
of rows, including the with- 
drawal in July of Jakarta's 
controversial nomination as 
ambassador to Canberra 
after an uproar over com- 
ment he had made about 
Ease Timor. 


Kabul 
rockets kill 
2, wound 9 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 
— Rockets slammed into a 
western suburb of 
Afghanistan’s war-devas tax- 
ed capital on Saturday 
killing two people and 
wounding at least nine oth- 
ers, authorities said. 

“There were about 40 
rockets. It was the will of 
God that most of them land- 
ed in areas already 
destroyed otherwise more 
people would have been 
killed,” said Mohammad 
Bashir, commander of a 
government post in the area. 

The government blamed 
the assault on Taliban fight- 
ers, former religious stu- 
dents rumed guerrillas. 

“The. rockets came from 
Taliban • positions west of 
iheffcity,” said Mr. Bashir. 

However it was impossi- 
ble to confirm who 
launched the rockets in Sat- 
urday's attack, the second in 
10 days. 

Kabul has been relatively 
peaceful since March 9 
when government soldiers 
pushed their heavily armed 
opponents out of, firing 
range of the capital. 

Taliban fighters have 
denied attacking the capital 
and say government soldiers 
are firing the rockets in an 
attempt to discredit their 
group. 

Entire neighbourhoods of 
Kabul have been reduced to 
nibble since Muslim insur- 
gents overran the Afghan 
capital in 1992 and threw 
out the old communist 
regjme. Nearly 25,000 peo- 
ple — mostly civilians — 
have been killed in the vio- 
lent power struggles 
between warring Islamic 
groups. 

President Burhanuddin 
Rabbani, who has been in 
power for more than two 
years, has refused to step 
aside. Meanwhile the Unit- 
ed Nations is attempting to 
broker a power sharing 
arrangements with the 10 
main Islamic groups fight- 
ing in Afghanistan. 


French police halt high leve 
Greenpeace nuke protest 


CHAMONIX. France (alp) - French police Saturday 
seized a gigantic banner Greenpeace activists had unfurled 
on Mont Blanc, Europe's highest mountain, in protest ar 
France's resumption of nuclear tests in the South Pacific. 

But French police, who also took down the activists' tent, 
made no arrests, Chamonix police said. 

Police on Saturday morning landed hy helicopter near the 
tent and banner, bearing the nuclear symbol smick through 
with a red cross, put up by six Greenpeace activists Thurs- 
day at an altitude of 4,500 metres. 

Chamonix authorities Friday told Greenpeace its action 
was illegal, as the protesters had not obtained authorisation 
for the demonstration, which took place on a protected site. 

The six activists from the International Environmental 
Organisation set off on Tuesday with the aim of climbing to 
the summit, 4,807 metres above sea level, to unfurl their 
banner, but they were hindered by weather conditions and 
forced to stop several hundred metres lower. 


On Friday evening the weather forced the militants to 
leave their tent temporarily and climb down the mountain. 

They had planned to make another attempt to reach the 
summit Saturday, but following the police operation. 
Greenpeace was unsure whether to call off the attempt for 
good. 

A statement released by Greenpeace earlier tins week said 
the Mont Blanc protest was “to mark Greenpeace Interna- 
tional's solidarity with the French people, most of whom 
are against the nuclear tests ” 

The statement added that the mountain-top protest would 
symbolically link “the highest point of French territory writ 
the lowest," the Mururoa Atoll test site in the South Pacif- 
ic. 

French President Jacques Chirac has ordered a series of 
nuclear tests to be carried out there from next month. The 
decision has sparked worldwide outrage. 


Sri Lanka Tamil rebels? 
launch air wing receives setback 



COLOMBO (R) — Plans by 
Tamil Tiger rebels to launch 
the world’s only guerrilla air 
arm suffered a setback this 
week when Sri Lankan air 
force planes bombed an 
airstrip they had built in the 
island's north, defence offi- 
cials said on Saturday. 

“The Tigers bad built two 
airstrips,” a senior military 
officer told Reuters. “They 
were very prominent in the 
aerial photos. We saw signs 
they were becoming active 
so we decided to do some- 
thing about it" 

A kilometre-long gravel 
runway in the jungle of 
Kilinocbchi, just south of 
the rebels’ Jaffna Peninsula 
stronghold in the north, was 
destroyed by airs trikes on 
Tuesday, military spokes- 
man Brigadier Sarath 
Munasinghe told reporters 
on Thursday. 

“It will take them some 
time to rebuild it,” be said. 

The Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam rebels, fighting 
for an independent home- 
land for minority Tamils in 
the north and east of the 
country, built the airstrip to 
launch micro! igbt aircraft 


acquired for tbeir fledgling 
air arm, dubbed the “Air 
Tigers.” 

The rebels have a naval 
arm called the “Sea Tigers" 
that has sunk several navy 
patrol boats. 

The air force also bombed 
a rebel naval facility at Veni- 
gal in Eastern Batticaloa. 
Mr. Munasinghe said. 

“We think the Tigers will 
use the microlights for sui- 
cide attacks as the machines 
lack the range to attack and 
go back,” a senior air force 
officer said. 

“We have taken all precau- 
tions to protect vital installa- 
tions acid airbases from air 
attacks,” he added. 

The Tigers are suspected 
of having trained pilots in 
western countries, he said. 

The microlights were 
stolen in France where the 
Tigers have their propagan- 
da office and an extensive 
network to raise funds ami 
lobby for tbeir struggle, mil- 
itary sources said. 

The air force bombed a 
factory believed to have 
been assembling microlights 
near Kilinochchi in August, 
1993. 


Newspapers have quoted 
intelligence sources as say- 
ing the airstrip had been 
under construction since 
• May and was fortified with 
nine bunkers on either side 
of the runway and a network 
of tunnels serving as emer- 
gency exits. 

The runway was built by 
rebels engineers, they said. 

The Tiger air threat has 
been taken so seriously the 
military has installed anti- 
aircraft weapons and radar 
to protect die residence of 
Sri Lankan President Chan- 
drika Bandaranaike 

Kumaratunga. 

Anti-aircraft guns were 
also deployed to protect 
Indian Prime Minister P.V. 
Narasimha Rao from possi- 
ble “terrorist aerial attacks” 
at India’s independence day 
celebrations on Tuesday. 

Tamil rebels used the 
southern Indian state of 
Tamil Nadu as a support 
base for attacks in Sri Lanka 
during the 1980s, when New 
Delhi turned a blind eye to 
their operations. 

India cracked down on the 
rebels after accusing a Tiger 
suicide bomber of assassi- 


nating former Indian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi in 
Tamil Nadu in 1991. The 
Tigers denied any involve- 
ment. 

But the Tigers still main- 
tain a network and are 
known to have • support 
among extremist Tamils in 
India. 

Rebels claim to have 
killed 1,104 security men 
In another development 
Saturday, Tamil Tiger rebels 
claimed that they hod killed 
1,104 security personnel in 
the northeast since hostili- 
ties resumed after guerrillas 
broke a cease-fire on April 
19. 

In a broadcast on their 
clandestine radio station 
"Voice of the Tigers,” the 
rebels said 789 soldiers had 
been killed. The remaining 
dead included policemen, 
paramilitary guards, navy 
sailors, and air force person- 
nel. 

The broadcast did not say 
how many rebels had died. 
The military says more than 
900 rebels have been killed 
in the past four months. 
Nearly 400 civilians have 
also died in the fighting. 


Sao Tome rebels ready to hand back power 


SAO TOME (AFP; — Military 
officers who staged a coup in 
the islands of Sao Tome and 
Principe less than a week ago 
were ready to hand back power 
to the ousied civilian govern- 
ment Saturday, pending a guar- 
antee of a general amnesty. 

Negotiations on a handover 
of power, mediated by Angola's 
Foreign Minister Venancio de 
Moure, were centred Saturday 


on an amnesty, and military 
sources said the talks would be 
over by Monday ax the latest. 

Also under discussion were 
proposals for constitutional and 
administrative reform put for- 
ward by the coup leaders. 

On Tuesday, five Sao Tome 
officers staged a coup d'etat 
and detained President Miguel 
Trovoada. claiming they could 
solve the country's develop- 


ment problems better than the 
elected government.

Liberian peace accord has been reached — NPFL 


ABUJA (AFP) — The seven 
warring factions of Liberia 
agreed to a new peace 
accord ending six years of 
conflict Saturday and were 
• to sign it by the end of the 
day, a factional spokes- 
. woman in Nigeria's federal 
capital said. 

Victoria Reffell of the 
'National Patriotic Front 
'(NPFL) said a deal had been 
agreed among the seven 
warring ‘ factions following 


four days of negotiations 
and was io be signed at 5:00 
p.m. local time (1600 
GMT). 

"It will work,” she said. 

Since ihe start of the con- 
flict in December 1989, 
about a dozen peace accords 
have been signed and 

scrapped. 

Final details of the peace 
plan have not yet been 
released. But according to 
information obtained by 


AFP, the latest proposals 
were for a six-member coun- 
cil of state, or collective 
presidency, to be headed by 
Wilton Sankawulo, a lectur- 
er and former government 
official from the Kpclle eth- 
nic group. 

The two wings of the Unit- 
ed Liberation Movement 
(ULIMO) would share a seat 
on the transitional council, 
while the Charles Taylor’s 
NPFL would also have a 


seat. 

The council will also have 
one member from the 
Liberia Peace Council 
(LPC) and two civilian rep- 
resentatives, a source close 
to the talks said. 

Traditional chief Tamba 
Tailor would represent civil- 
ians from outside Monrovia, 
while the civilian all-Liberia 
National Conference (LNC) 
would appoint one to repre- 
sent those inside Monrovia. 


Clinton celebrates crime law success 


JACKSON, Wyo., 
<R) - President Bill 
Clinton on Saturday 
declared successful a 
year-old crime law 
aimed at putting 
repeat offenders in 
prison for life and 
urged Congress to set 
aside “Ideological 
purity” and get more 
work done. 

In his national 
weekly radio address, 
delivered where he is 
vacationing near 
Grand Teton National 
Park, Mr. Clinton 
focused on the case of 
a 43-year-old Iowa 
man to prove the 
"three strikes and 
you're out" law is 
working one year 
after he signed it into 
law. 

The Violent Crime 
Control Act requires 
life imprisonment 
without possibility of 


parole for federal 
offenders convicted 
of a serious violent 
felony after two more 
federal or state con- 
victions on similar 
crimes. 

Mr. Clinton said the 
Iowa man, Thomas 
Fanner, had been “a 
textbook case of 
what’s wrong with 
our cri minal justice 
system” because “he 
committed one vio- 
lent crime after anoth- 
er and each time was 
paroled long before 
his sentence was up.” 

Bui just this week a 
federal judge in Cedar 
Rapids sentenced Mr. 
Farmer to life in 
prison under the new 
law after he was 
found guilty in May 
of attempted robbery 
of a food store in 
October 1994. 

“Thomas Fanner 


was the very first 
career criminal we put 
away under the ‘three 
strikes and you're 
oul’ but he will not be 
the last.” Mr. Clinton 
said. “Federal prose- 
cutors already have 
another 16 'three 
strikes' cases pending 
around the country, 
including three con- 
victions that are 
awaiting sentencing 
now.” 

The violent crime 
control act was passed 
by Congress when it 
was controlled by Mr. 
Clinton’s Democrats. 

Now it is controlled 
by opposition Repub- 
licans and the presi- 
dent said it was time 
Congress got to work 
on other pressing 
problems like welfare 
reform and the anti- 
terrorism legislation 
he sent to Capitol Hill

THE LAST response we expected to hear 
from Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
in reply to continuing revelations by Israeli 
sources that Egyptian prisoners of war 
(PoWs) were murdered in cold blood by 
Israeli soldiers in the 1956 and 1967 Arab- 
Israeli wars was his comment: “I regret 
ftGiiwg ft that have been said so far, and I won’t 
add anything to this.” 

“Various Israeli sources including Uri 
Aveneri and Michael Bar-Zohar, former 
members of the Knesset who were privy to 
Israeli army records during those wars, have 
recently confirmed the killing of Arab PoWs 
in cold blood. Retired Israeli General Arye 
| Biro had earlier spilled the beans when he 
disclosed in newspaper and TV interviews 
that be ordered the killing of 49 Egyptian 
PoWs daring the 1956 Sinai campaign. 
There are confirmed reports that Raffael 
Eitan, the former military commander of the 
390th battalion in the 1956 war and currently 
a member of the Knesset and head of the 
right-wing Tzomet Party, was also impli- 
cated in several killings of Arab PoWs to the 
extent that the then-Israeli chief-of-staff, 
General Moshe Dayan, reprimanded him 
over the murders committed by his battalion-. 

Against this backdrop of compelling evi- 
dence that war crimes were in fact commit- 
ted by some Israeli units and their comman- j 
ders, Mr. Rabin should have called for an i 
in-depth inquiry instead of attempting to lay i 
to rest the reports about them. The least that 
shall be expected from the Israeli govern- 
ment is to establish a commission of inquiry 
to investigate all the reports about war 
crimes perpetrated during the 1956 and 1967 
wars. Israel is a party to the Geneva Conven- 
tions which not only prohibit war crimes but . 
call for the punishment of all those impli- 
cated in them and demand reparations to the 
relatives of the victims. 

The new era of peace between Israel and 
its Arab neighbours requires no less than 
such compliance by the Israelis. Nor should 
accountability for past grave violations of the 
Geneva Conventions stop by the advent of 
peace in the region. To the contrary peace 
should offer the necessary platform for 
launching investigations into all serious con-, 
traventions of the rules of war irrespective of 
who or when they were committed.

COMMENTING ON American military moves in the 
Middle East under the excuse of defending Jordan, Kuwait 
and the Arab states against alleged possible Iraqi aggres- 
sion, a writer in Ai Ra'i said Saturday that Washington is 
trying to impose its will on the Arabs and prevent them 
from taking their own decisions.

|and force this country to sacrifice its national links with 
Iraq and accept to be transformed into an American 
protectorate and fall under the mercy of Israel. We should 
reject America's pressure aimed at ending our reliance on 
Iraqi oil and should reject Washington's call on the 
Kingdom to stop the sale of Jordanian products to Iraq, be 
demanded. The writer said Jordan should make it dear to 
Washington that its ties with Iraq are not for compromise 
and that steps taken to improve relations with Saudi Arabia 
and the Gulf states are natural and reasonable moves that 
are not attached to any links or restricted by any 
conditions.

Economic consequences 
of the Iraqi defection 


U.N. clears decks 
for possible 
Bosnia action 


TEN DAYS after the defection of General Hussein Kamel 
Hassan and his group, the episode is still making news 
around the globe, but sooner than later, it will fade away. 

The acceptance of the defectors in Jordan was not a 
controversial subject. Not one politician or commentator 
expressed objection. The controversy was over the blunt 
behaviour of Gen. Hassan, and the possible involvement of 
Jordan in the internal affairs of another Arab state. 

The Middle East countries were plagued by mutual 
meddling in each other's internal affairs. Jordan was among 
the obvious targets, and suffered the most. Since then, it is 
a strategy of Jordan that no such meddling will be exercised ■ 
or allowed. 

The press conference held by the leader of the defectors, 
his announcement that he will work to topple the Iraqi 
regime and that he will seek Jordan's assistance in this 
respect, and the unfortunate involvement of some officials 
of the Jordanian Ministry of Information caused an outcry 
in the Jordanian public opinion. 

Jordanians take the liberty to express opinions on all 
Arab affairs. as part of their freedom of speach, but they 
are not accustomed to see the government using its 
resources to take part in threatening other regimes. 

The objections to this possible involvement ran very high 
and were not motivated by a love to Iraq: President 
Saddam Hussein, his regime, or his style of governing. The 
Jordanian people, having enjoyed the atmosphere of 
freedom and political participation, would not accept less 
for other Arab peoples. Every Jordanian is for democracy 
in Iraq, but this objective should be achieved by the Iraqi 
people in Iraq, and not be imposed by outside powers or by 
opposition figures of questionable character, residing in 
five star botels abroad, and spending American or British 
tax-payer's money. 

The Jordanian government was able to read the strong 
signals of the street and the elite alike. Tbe Prime Minister 
did some repairing by reiterating the non-interference 
principle, which reassured tbe people and the Parliament, 


and set the record straight. The experience was another 
evidence that democracy is the right machinery to safe- 
guard against taking uncaiculated risks. 

President Clinton was quick to support Jordan in its 
courageous step. He undertook to protea Jordan from 
possible Iraqi military aggression. We are pretty sure that 
America would not allow Iraqi troups to enter Jordan or 
any other neighbouring country, cot out of care for an ally 
only, but because it would welcome the opportunity to 
destroy Iraq once more. 

The Iraqi leadership may hot be predictable, but the 
likelihood that it would take such a desperate step is next to 
nil. By admitting the Iraqi defectors, Jordan hardly took a 
military risk. Tne real risks taken by Jordan were of a 
security and economic nature. 

America can do very little to protea Jordan against 
security hazards, as evidenced by explosions in New York 
and Oklahoma. The only risk that America can rover is 
economic and financial, but this is the area which the 
American president did not even mention. 

The president did not undertake to secure 75,000 barrels 
of oil a day without any cash outlay. He did not say 
anything about the $1.1 billion Iraqi debt carried by tbe 
balance sheet of the Central Bank of Jordan which could 
not be repaid except by oil shipments. The president did 
not promise to open new markets to make up for the Iraqi 
market, which absorbs exports forming seven per cent of 
Jordan's gross domestic produa (GDP). 

Instead. America tried to convince Jordan that tbe 
regime of President Saddam Hussein will collapse and 
disappear overnight or within a matter of days or weeks, so 
that those economic risks will not materialise. But what if 
this risky bet went wrong? Wby should Jordan accept fatal 
security and economic risks which no one is ready to 
underwrite. 

It is one thing to grant asylum to the political refugees, 
but it is another to require Jordan to venture into toppling 
regimes, irrespective of our own feelings towards those 
regimes. 


Lebanon’s Islamists: 
Convergences and divergences

WITH ITS variety of Sunni 
and Shiite Islamic revivalist 
groups, Lebanon represents 
something of a microcosm 
of the phenomenon in the 
region. The potential chal- 
lenge the fundamentalists 


could represent to Leba- 
non's political system will 
ultimately depend on the 
degree and efficacy of col- 
laboration between them. 

The most powerful Islam- 
ist group in Lebanon today 
is the Shiite Hizbollah (Par- 
ity of God). Hizbollah. 
which fuses Shiite religious 
legend with revolutionary 
militancy, is the only militia 
in Lebanon not to have 
been disarmed, due to its 
role as the spearhead of the 
resistance to Israel's 
occupation of South Leba- 
non. Hizbollah is vehe- 
mently opposed to accept- 
ing the existence of the 
state of Israel and rejects 
the current peace talks. 
From its rag-tag origins in 
the early ’80s, Hizbollah 
has evolved into a highly 
straaured organisation. It 
has an eight-member con- 
sultative council as its main 
decision-making body; a 
politburo which maintains 
relations with other 
Lebanese political parties; 
and executive committee 
responsible for various 
branches such as military, 
educational and social 
affairs. The military wing of 
Hizbollah is divided into 
two parts. The "Islamic Re- 
sistance" is formed of guer- 
rillas who carry out attacks 
in South Lebanon against 
Israeli troops and their 
military allies. Separate 
from the Islamic Resistance 
is an undercover sub group 
which, operating under a 
wide range of pseudonyms 
is believed to have been 
responsible in the past for 
assassination bombings and ■ 
kidnappings. 

Though Hizbollah calls 
for an Iranian-sryle Islamic 
revolution, its officials are 
pragmatic enough to realise 
that Iran 's 1979 revolution 
is perhaps more important 
now .as a powerful inspira- 
tion to aaion -rather than as 
a model for precise emula- 
tion. “We believe that 
Lebanon is one of the coun- 
tries which has been most 
influenced by the message 
of Imam KhomeiniT" 
Am mar Musawi. vice- 
president of Hizbollah’s 
politburo. explained. “but 
it is not necessary that we 
imitate what happened in 
Iran literally, because the 
circumstances in Lebanon 
are different." 

That Khomeinism was 
not embraced with more 
revolutionary zeal by a 
greater number of 
Lebanese Shiite has been a 
hard-earned lesson for Hiz- 
bollah. As compensation, it 
. has followed a strategy of 


seeking incremental gains 
within Lebanon's political 
system, and this has proved 
remarkably successful. Hiz- 
bollah moved into Leba- 
non's institutional life by 
winning eight parliamen- 
tary seats in the 1992 elec- 
tions. Its popularity is en- 
sued by a diverse and exten- 
. sive social welfare system 
funded with the help of- 
Iranian aid (though it is a 
moot point as to whether 
Iran has decreased its finan- 
cial allowance to Hizbollah 
over the years). Hizbollah 
also keeps its message alive 
through its own television 
station, which beams its 
outlook into homes 
throughout Lebanon. It 
also runs a radio station and 
a weekly publication. 

In recent years a diverg- 
ence of views has taken 
seed within the movement. 
It is now possible to speak 
of doves and hawks within 
it. The split is serious 
enough to have been the 
reported cause for the post- 
ponement by two months of 
Hizbollah’s annual congress 
due to have been held in 
April. 

The hawks form an un- 
named and shadowy faaion 
on the fringes. TTiey are 
centred around the hardlin- 
er Sheikh Subhi Tufayli, 
formerly the chief of Hiz- 
bollah before being re- 
placed in 1989. He opposed 
the participation of the 
group in the 1992 par- 
liamentary elections and 
considers the current lead- 
ership too conciliatory. 
Tufayli's hawkish faaion is 
believed to mirror the hard- 
liners in Iran, opposed to 
the more “pragmatic" rule 
of Iranian President Raf- 
sanjani. 

Another group of Shiite 
"hawks" which comes 
under the umbrella of Hiz- 
bollah is Islamic Amal, led 
by Hussein Musawi who. 
with the help of Iranian 
Revolutionary Guards soon 
after their arrival in Leba- 
non during Israel's 1982. • 
•formed the group after 
.splitting from the main- 
stream Shiite militia. Amal, 
led by Nabih Bern. The 
group is small and carries 
.little influence outside the 
ancient town of Baalbek in- 
Lebanon’s Beqaa Valley, 
where it has its headquar- 
ters. 

The Sunni Islamists 

For its part. Lebanon's 
Sunni community has two 
important Islamic fun- 
damentalist groups. The 
Jama'al Al-Islamyia (Isla- 
mic Association) bears the 
same name as the group in 
Egypt which is waging an 
insurgency against the 
state. The Jama’at in Leba- 
non draws its ideology and 
inspiration from the same 
sources, Ahmad Ibn 
Taymiya. a 13th century 


fundamentalist sheikh, and 
Sayyid Qutb, a religious 
scholar who was hanged in 
1965 by President Nasser 
during a purge of Islamist 
activists. Jama'at Al Isla- 
miya officials in Beirut are 
quick to point out, howev- 
er. that they do not support 
their namesake's insurgen- 
cy in Egypt and. are daser 
to Egypt's Muslim Brother- 
hood which, though offi- 
cially banned, seeks parti- 
dpation in the political are- 
na. 

Formed in 1964. Leba- 
non’s Jama'at AI Islamiva 
has attracted the support of 
the Sunni lower and middle 
classes, particularly in 
Beirut and the northern 
town of Tripoli. It currently 
holds .three seats in Leba- 
non’s parliament. It 
opposes the Lebanese gov- 
ernment’s peace talks with 
Israel. “The only solution, 
as far as we see it, is to fight 
Israel, a Jama'at MP in 
Beirut told me. "If the 
negotiations reach a final 
agreement, we shall not re- 
spect this recondliation." 
Jama’at' offidals say they 
support the notion of an 
Islamic state for Lebanon, 
ruled by Shari'a, but only if 
a majority of people vote 
for this. 

The Sodety of Islamic 
Philanthropic Projeas is 
another Sunni fun- 
damentalist group calling 
for a return to the fun- 
damentals of the Muslim 
faith. Its origins date back 
to 1930, but its more recent 
history began in 1951, when 
a, soft-spoken Ethiopian 
Sufi, Sheikh Abdullah Al 
Habashi, arrived in Leba- 
non in exile. Living in im- 
poverishment in Beirut, 
Habashi preached a phi- 
losophy of non-violence 
that attracted a following. 
Though the sheikh lives the 
life of a recluse, his 
teachings are the corner- 
stone for the group that is 
jointly led by fashionably 
dressed businessmen and 
more traditionally robed 
derics. 

As its name suggests, the 
sodety, know locally as the 
Habashi group, is a charit- 
able organisation which in 
theory eschews intervention 
in politics — though it ran a 
candidate in the 1992 par- 
liamentary elections and 
won a seat. It raises money 
to use for the construction 
of mosques, schools and 
medical centres. The group 
has successfully wooed the 
Lebanese authorities by 
presenting itself as a cham- 
pion of patriotism and 
loyalty, it presents a slick, 
modern and apparently 
appealing face of Sunni 
Islam and is gaining an in- 
creasing number of suppor- 
ters among the Sunni com- 
munity. 

The Habashi group is 
particularly hostile to its 
Sunni counterparts in the 


Jama'at Al Islamiya. accuse 
ing them of being ‘infidels" 
because, other things, of 
their alleged condoning of 
violence. Habashi leaden 
have vigorously denounced 
the writings of Ibn Taymiya 
• and Qutb. and Jama'at offi- 
dals have, for their part, 
disclaimed the Islamic 
credentials of the Habashi 
followers. 

The Habashi group has 
also perturbed Lebanon's 
Sunni establishment by 
forcibly seizing control of 
several mosques in Beirut, 
which led to Lebanon’s in- 
terim Sunni mufti calling on 
the army to “liberate" 
them. Interestingly, Syria 
appears to be conferring 
political support upon the 
Habashi group, probably 
with the intention of limit- 
ing the growth in influence 
of the more militant 
Jama'at among Lebanon's 
Sunnis. 

<• 

Cooperation and 
differences 

Cooperation between 
Lebanon's Islamic fun- 
damentalists — if it exists at 
all — appears to be more 
tactical than strategic. For 
example, in the 1992 par- 
liamentary elections Hiz- 
bollah collaborated separ- 
ately with the Jama’at and 
the Habashi group to form 
a common electoral list. 

The groups all speak in 
. harmony when it comes to 
denounring Israel's occupa- 
tion of south Lebanon, yet 
fundamental differences ex- 
ist in both policy and ideol- 
ogy. The stated parifism of 
the Habashi group, with its 
declarations that suicide 
attacks are not sanctioned 
in the Holy Kuran and are 
therefore anti-Islamic, is 
enough to distance it from 
Hizbollah. The animosity 
.between the Habashi group 
and the Jama'at seems irre- 
vocable. as they both strug- 
gle for influence among 
Lebanon's Sunnis — a 
struggle which has, on occa- 
sions, led to bloodshed. 

Jama'at Ai-Islamiya sup- 
ports morally and — to a 
small extent — materially 
the Islamic Resistance of - 
Hizbollah in south Leba- 
non, and both groups 
oppose the. current peace 
talks. In 1995 a number of 
civics from each group met 
and formulated a blueprint 
for an Islamic constitution 
in Lebanon. 

Yet centuries of Sunni- 
Shiite antipathy keep the 
.two groups ideologically 
apart on important details. 
The sunni concept on an 
Islamic state headed by an 
all-powerful — but still 
temporal — caliph is fun- 
damentally different to the 
Shiite concept of an 
infallible- imam guiding 
sodety by divine decree.

SARAJEVO — Planning 
and circumstance have led 
to the withdrawal of hun- 
dreds of peacekeepers from 
Muslim enclaves in Bosnia 
in recent weeks, clearing 
the decks for a possible use 
of NATO air power against 
separatist Serbs. 

The United Nations said 
on Friday that virtually, all 
U.N. peacekeepers would 
be withdrawn from 
Gorazde, the only 
governmentjheld enclave 
remaining in eastern Bos- 
nia. 

Grebrcmca and Zepa, 
■nearby U.N. “safe areas , 
fell to Bosnian Serbs in 
July, freeing hundreds of 
Dutch and Ukrainian 
peacekeepers from duty 
there ana removing them 
from the the.pool qf poten- 
tial hostages and human 
shields. ' 

The Serbs siege of Bihac, 
where U.N. troops from 
Bangladesh are deployed, 
was lifted by Bosnian and 
Croatian army forces two 
weeks ago. giving 
peacekeepers a secure exit 
from harm's way if needed. 

“The falL of two ‘safe 
areas' may have made it 
possible to protea tbe other 
four with air power," said a 
U.N. official. 

“Once the Brits and the 
Ukrainians are out of 
Gorazde the hostage and 
human shield problems will 
be manageable. The U.N. 
is slogging out of the quick- 
sand of having troops be- 
hind Serb tines. The ques- 
tion is whether air power 
will be effective.’’ 

NATO and the U.N. say 
the rules of the game re- 
garding “safe areas" and 
NATO have now changed 
in Bosnia. 

The mere threat of an 
attack will now be enough 
to trigger a NATO response 
— a measure which might- 
have saved Srebrenica and 
Zepa had it been in place 
six weeks ago. 

The tit-for-tat, pinprick 
airsfrikes which the U.N. 
insisted on m the past on 
the bads of proportionality 
have now been abandoned 
in favour of what NATO 
always argued for Wide- 
scale strikes over a large 
area. 

U.N. offidals frankly 


acknowledge that their poh- 
cv of trying to deter attacks 
on “safe areas" through the 
presence of peacekeepers 
on the ground has been a 
failure. 

They blame the problem 
on U.N. member nations 
who failed to provide the 
troops needed in sufficent- 
numbers when the six “safe 
areas" were created .on 
April of 1993. A total of 

38.000 peacekeepers were 

requested but only -7,00fr. 
materialised. - ' 

When NATO and the 
United States urged- tbe 
robust use of air power 
against Serb attacks on 
“safe areas" in the past, the 
standard U.N. riposte had 
been that peacekeepers in 
endaves surrounded by- the' 
Serbs would be subject; toe. 
retaliation. ■ 

The debate assumed a 
human face in May when 
NATO air .strikes against a' 
Serb, ammunition dump 
east of Sarajevo led to more 
than 400 peacekeeper*; 
being taken hostage. Sorpe_ 
were chained as human,

In July Serb troops adv- 
anced on Srebrenica, cap- 
turing Dutch peacekeepers 
and threatening to execute 
them if NATO air strikes, 
against Serb tank's and 
troops continued. .

While statesmen zip from 
state to state on peace mis- 
sions. diplomatic sources in 
the Balkans regard wide- 
spread fighting as a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

"Why should they give 
up now?" asked one 
source. "The Croats are on 
a roll and the Bosnians 
want to go on. The fall of 
Krajina has totally changed 
the balance of power in the 
Balkans.’ 1 

The Croatian offensive, 
which obliterated the self- 
styled Republic of Serbian 
Krajina from the maps afteT 
five years, has smashed the 
myth of Serbian military 
dominance. The sad lines of 
refugees are puttering their 
fridge-laden tractors all the 
way to Serbia — rather than 
staying in Bosnian Serb 
territory — because they 
know that, should they stay 
in Banja Luka, the Serb 
stronghold in north-western 
Bosnia, they could face the 
same trek in six months* 
time. 

‘'There’s a very good 
chance that Banja Luka 
could be a frontline town in 
a few months.” said a di- 
plomatic source. "The 
Serbs lost more territory in 
three days than is held by 
the Bosnian government. 
The Serb lines are hollow 
vessels. Crack them, and 
you can walk through. Ev- 
erybody always goes on ab- 
out guerrilla warfare in the 
Balkans but nobody does it. 
The Serbs built themselves 
World War I style trenches 
and sat in them for three 
years because they are crap 
soldiers. 

“The Bosnian Serbs now 
have a vast new length of 
frontline, all the way along 
the Croatian border... and 
their new lines are unforti- 
fied. Western Bosnia is 
there for the taking.” 

In his newly freed citadel 
of Bihac, relieved when the 
Croatian and Bosnian 
armies fought their way to 
meet each other after 1,201 
days of siege. General Atif . fi 
Dudakovic, commander of ’ : 
the 5th Corps of the Bos- 
nian Army, was equally 
apocalyptic about the fu- 
ture. 

“I don’t know what the 
other side plans to do but I 
know we are going to 
fight," he said grimly. 

■‘When the Croats con- 
tacted me to tell me that 
they were going to attack... 

I am a reserved man but, 
what can I say?" his face 
cracked, grimness switching 
to a smile as shy as a 16- 
stone general can smile. 
“First, 1 shouted, and then I 
jumped for joy.

Prijedor. from Banja Luka, 
t have a lot of men to 
rehouse... I need a month 
to feed my men up and train 
them and then we can go. 
We’ve captured a lot of 
weapons from the Serbs. 

Gen. Dudakovic said that 
the best possible move for 
the Serbs was signing the 
Contact Group plan last 
summer when they would 
have had more territory 
than they will end up with. 
"The Contact Group plan is 
not an option anymore," he 
said. 

Not signing up was the 
weakness that lost the Serbs 
the Krajina. A fortnight 
ago they could have had it 
afi; if they had agreed to the 
“Z4 plan” preferred by rhe 
Americans since February, 
the Krajina Serbs could 
have had full autonomy 
within Croatia; their own 
tax system, currency, 
schools, even their own flag 
— but the Serb leadership 
could not agree umong 
themselves. There haVe 
been tens of thousands of 


Serbs in the Krajina for 400 
years. Now there are at best 
only a few hundred. 

“The Krajina Serbs were 
split into factions." said a 
diplomatic source. "We 
never knew who to deal 
with. It's the same now with . 
the Bosnian Serbs. Even if 
we could come up with a 
plan, who would we take it-t.. 
ro?" 

The Bosnian Serbs are 
openly quarreling. Rado- • 
van Karadzic, their leader, 
may have publicly retracted 
his demotion of his military 
commander, General Rat- 
ko Mladic, but the feud is 
still there and Mr, Karadzic 
is losing. 

Western analysts believe 
that Mr. Karadzic is on the 
way out, that he will be 
lucky to escape with his life. 
Slobodan Milosevic,, the 
president of Serbia, holds 
the reins. He has regarded 
Mr. Karadzic as a rival for 
two years and is now back- 
ing Mr. Mladic. When Carl 
Bildt. the European Union 
special envoy to former 
Yugolsavia, met Mr. 


Milosevic in Belgrade a few 
weeks ago, Mr. Mladic was 
sitting at Milosevic's side. 

"The Bosnian Serbs 
could leam from the Kra- 
jina’s mistakes," said a 
source. "But in order to 
come up with a settlement 
— a map — they have to be 
prepared to cede territory. 
Politically, it may be more 
expedient to lose that terri- 
tory through fighting than 
to sign'll away. That way, at 
least Milosevic can say he 
gave it his best shot.” 

The tens of thousands of 
Krajina Serb* refugees driv- 
ing their tractors into Bel- 
grade will seriously under- 
mine Mr. Milosevic. If he is 
not careful, he could find 
himself with 50,000 Bosnian 
Serb refugees as well and 
Serbia has a very long his- 
tory of regicide. They were 
still defenestrating and evis- 
cerating their loyal family 
as recently as 1905. 

Diplomats are worried 
that Mr. Milosevic may be 
forced to take some sort of 
military action — but so far 
they regard the Serbian 


troop build-ups around 
Eastern Slovania. the only 
part of Croatia the Serbs 
still control, as just sabre- 
rattling to keep the critics at 
bay. 

The territory the Serbs 
may lose first along 
Croatia, Anlaysts believe 
the Bosnian army may fight 
south from Bihac towards 
Bosansko Grahovo, cap- 
tured from the Serbs by the 
Croats two weeks ago, 
which would link Bihac 
with the rest of Bosnia. 
They also believe that Mr. 
Dudakovic will do as he 
says, and fight east towards 
Prijedor and Banja Luka. 

"They can get it back 
now, no question," said a 
diplomatic source,” as long 
as the Croats are prepared 
to help. And they will, be- 
cause it is in their interest. 
If they break the Serbs, 
Croatia becomes the domi- 
nant power in the Bal- 
kans." 

The Croatian govern- 
ment, fortunate in having a 
long coastline and borders 


5ng 

with Eastern Europe, has 


spent the past three years 
circumventing an interna- 
tional arms embargo on the 
region by buying expensive 
weaponry on the black mar- 
ket. Military analysts now 
believe that Croatia has ab- 
out 500 tanks and 10 
anpoured brigades. 

“Croatia has a profes- 
sional army,” said a milit- 
ary analyst. “The Serbian 
Yugoslav army is still full of 
conscripts." 

The Krajina and Bosnian 
Serbs, worse still, have 
been reduced to press- 
ganging grandfathers from 
the streets of Belgrade and 
busing them off to fight. In 
the gloom of an aircraft 
hanger at the Bosnian bar- 
racks in Bihac, a group of 
Krajina Serb PoWs de- 
scribed how the Serbian 
police had rounded them 
up. 

“They came to my house 
near Belgrade on June 21." 
said Milos, 57. “They put 
me on a bus and sent me 
over the border into Bosnia 
and down to Krajina. I was 
born in Croatia, but it 


wasn’t anywhere near Kra- 
jina and I’ve lived in Serbia 
for years. I’m a clerk in a 
company. I was due to re- 
tire on July 15. 

“Recently our comman- 
ders just ran away. We lost 
radio contact. We didn’t 
know what to do so we 
decided to look for some- 
one to surrender to.” 

“I’m not going to fight 
for the Bosnian Serbs, 
whatever happens*,’’ said 
another. The others 
growled in agreement. 
“The average age of our 
unit is 55. 

Croatian government 
sources admit char it is in 
their interest to knock the 
Serbs back from the parts of 
Bosnia which sit on their 
borders. Croatian sources 
also say that they would 
probably provide the Bos- 
nians with artillery and tank 
support, and let the Bos- 
nian infantry do the fight- 
ing. 

That is a much less risky 
strategy than allowing the 
Bosnians to get weapons 


themselves; the Croats 
would like to keep the Bos- 
nians sweet and dependent. 

The map Anthony Lake, 
U.S. national .security 
adviser, is touting around 
European capitals today, 
puts down on paper some- 
thing the Croats have been 
pondering for a long rime. 
This map maintains Bosnia 
within its international bor- 
ders. wuh territory split 
roughly 50-50 between Bos- 
nian Serbs and the Muslim- 
Croar Federation, with the 
Serbs and the .Federation 
having equal rights to con- 
federate with neighbouring 
states. 

The Serbs would get to 
keep eastern Bosnia, in- 
cluding the former “safe 
areas" of Srebrenica and 
Zepa which they gobbled 
up in July, and would swap 
the still-Muslim held en- 
clave of Gorazde for Serb 
lands around Sarajevo. 

“That gives us some sort 
of Greater Croatia,” said 
Croatian government 
sources. “Really it is a kind 
of alliance, a sort of western 
Yugoslavia with Croatia as 
the dominant partner.” 
“The problem," said a 
diplomat, “is that Lake's 
map effectively sanctions 
“ethnic cleansing." But we 
have to ask some really 
hard questions about reality 
here. Are we going to re- 
verse ethnic cleansing by 
force? No." Keeping east- 
ern Bosnia could keep Mr. 
Milosevic in power and he 
would do well to sign for 
that. The Bosnian army, I 
however, may be prepared ' 
to reverse ethnic cleansing 
by force. Greater Serbia 
could be shrunk back within 
the borders of Serbia itself. 

At the moment, ethnic 
maps are being remade on 
the ground faster than the ! 
cartographers can work.. 
The Serb refugees from 1 
Krajina have already 
started kicking out Muls ims 
and Croats from t'neir 
homes, both in Banja Luka 
and in Serbia itself, says the 
United Nations High Com- 
missioner for Refugees. 

Mr. Milosevic is already 
talking of resettling some of 
the refugees in Kosovo, a 
Serbian province with a 90 
per cent ethnic Albanian 
population, which has suf- 
fered severe repression 
from Belgrade for the past 
decade and wishes to 
secede to joint Albania. 

The Albanian govern- 
ment has protested and 
U.N. sources in the area say 
that, within 72 hours of the 
first Serb refugees arriving 
in Kosovo, they would ex- 
pect civil unrest. It could be 
that the Croat conquest of 
Krajina not only spreads 
the war to Bosnia, but sets 
the dominoes tumbling for 
war in the southern Balkans 
as well. 

The Observer 
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Stoglraq gives U.N. more data 
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“Jordan's policy vis-a-vis 
rhe situation in Iraq has al- 
ways been and remains con- 
sistent in line with the overall 
objective of preserving Iraq’s 
sovereignty and territorial in- 
tegrity and bringing about a 
speedy end to the terrible 
suffering of the Iraqi peo- 
ple,” said the statement. 

The government indicated 
in the statement (hat its own 
interests will argue against a 
decision to sever economic 
ties with Baghdad. Jordan 
receives the bulk of its oil 
supplies from Iraq, with half 
of the amount at discounted 
prices and the rest in repay- 
ment of debts owed to the 
Kingdom by Baghdad. 

Iraq is also a major trading 
partner for Jordan despite 
the ecdnomic sanctions. 
Trading in commodities 
allowed under the embargo 
constitutes a significant part 
of the Kingdom’s foreign 
trade. 

"Jordan will nor do any- 
thing to jeopardise its own 
strategic, trade and economic 


interests" in Iraq, said the 
statement. 

“(N) or (Jordan) add to the 
suffering of the Iraqi peo- 
ple," said the statement in a 
clear rejection of suggestions 
that the Kingdom, Iraq’s only 
outlet to the outside world, 
would close its borders with 
Baghdad under U.S. pressure 
that aims at tightening the 
noose around Iraq. 

Mr. Pelletreau did not 
comment on the reports that 
he had asked Jordan to go 
tough on Iraq before leaving

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U.S. trade gap worsens 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
America’s trade deficit wide- 


ned to $11.4 billion in June, 
the second-worst showing on 
record. Weakness in U.S. ex- 
ports and another rise in the 
nation’s foreign oil bill offset 
Ming demand for imported 
cars. 

Through the first six 
months of this year, the Com- 
merce .Department reported 
Friday, die trade deficit in 
merchandise alone is running 
at an annual rate of $188 
billion. The previous all-time 
high of $166 billion was set 
last year. 

The Clinton administration 
insisted that the deficit would 
soon start shrinking, but 
some economists worried 
that the dollar's recent rise 
could make it even harder to 
cure America’s chronic trade 
problems. 

The Commerce Depart- 
ment said the monthly deficit 
in goods and services was 2.4 
per cent higher than a revised 
May imbalance of 511.04 bil- 
lion. It was the largest trade 

f ap since a record deficit of 
11.42 billion set in April. 


The new report caught eco- 
nomists by surprise. They 
had been expecting the de- 
ficit to narrow as a slowing 
U.S. economy cut into de- 
mand for foreign products. 

Imports, which had hit an 
all-time high in May, did 
backtrack slightly, dropping 
by 0.6 per cent. But exports, 
also at a record high in May, 
fell at double that pace, 1.2 
per cent. 

In a separate report, the 
Labour Department said the 
number of Americans filing 
first-time claims for unem- 
ployment benefits edged up 
by 6,000 last week to 338,000. 
Analysts predicted claims 
would drift higher in coming 


weeks as the economy re- 
mains sluggish. 

The decrease in trade im- 
ports reflected a big drop of 
$354 million in shipments of 
foreign cars and parts and a 
$367 million decline in de- 
mand for other consumer 
goods such as toys and televi- 
sions. 

On the export side, U.S. 
sales abroad of autos were 
also down for the month, 
falling by $548 million, while 
big-ticket exports such as air- 
craft engines and factory 
machinery fell by $281 mil- 
lion! 

**I think in the next few 
months we will begin, to see 
an improvement in the mer-« 
chandise trade balance,” said 
U.S. Trade Representative 
Mickey Kantor. 

Mr. Kantor noted that 
U.S. export growth, despite 
sluggish economies overseas, 
haci remained strong this 
year, np by 15.9 per cent over 
the same period in 1994. 

The trade gap has wide- 
ned, however, because im- 
port growth bas been even 
stronger, climbing by 17.4 
per cent in the first six 
months, of this year.

ILO official: Employment not

Brazil to embark on $35b 

telecommunications overhaul 


LONDON (AFP) — Deregulation of the European tele- 
communications market could offer hugely profitable- 
opportunities for cable operators to provide telephone 
services, according to a study published in London. 

From here until the year 2005, the launch of European- 
wide cable telephone services could result in 25 million new- 
lines and yield profits of $9.7 billion, creating up to 200,000 
jobs, the British Cable Communications Association 
(CCA) claimed. 

Currently, only in Britain are cable operators allowed to 
offer telephone services. 

“Europe is now at a crucial point in the process of 
telecommunications liberalisation,” said CCA chief execu- 
tive Richard Woollam. __ 

“The 1998 deadline set by the European Commission for 
the deregulation of the sector presents the European cable 
industry with a perfect opportunity to offer competition to 
millions of telephone users,” he pointed out. 

These huge potential revenues for cable operators, in 
Woollam view, justify the 598 billion in infrastructure 
investments that would be required. 

But he warned that unless countries across Europe 
introduced the appropriate regulatory regime, “none of 
this can be realised.” 

According to CCA, profits' from “traditional” cable 
activities such as pay-as-you-watch channels offering films 
and sport will double in the next ten years to 526.2. billion, 
with the number of European television cable subscribers 
rising by 40 per cent to 56 million. 

Total profits of cable operators will increase from $7.5 
billion in 1995 to 526.2 billion in 2005, according to the 
study. 

The CCA is due to host an international cable com- 
munications conference in London from Oct. 23 to 25.

British unemployment rises for first time in two years 


LONDON (AFP) — British 
unemployment rose for the 
first time in nearly two years 
in. July, prompting a wave of 
criticism of government poli- 
cy from opposition parties 
and trade union officials. 

The number of people out 
of work in Britain rose by 
1,700 in July from the figure 
in June in 2315 million, or 
83 per cent of the workforce* 
figures released by the Cen- 
tral Statistical Office (CSO) 
have showed. 

This rise in the jobless total 
the first after 22 consecutive 
falls since August 1993, was 
seized on by the opposition 
Labour Party as proof of the 
dire economic prospects now 
facing the country. 

Labour's employment 
spokesman Ian McCartney 
said: “Today’s claimant 
count figures are just the tip 


of the iceberg of this Tory 
government-induced econo- 
mic -disaster. Insecurity has 
spread like- a plague across 
every part of the U.K. and is 
holding back any prospect of 
lasting economic recovery.” 

Meanwhile, the general 
secretary of the main TUC 
trade union umbrella orga- 
nisation, John Monks, 
damned the jobless figures as 
“depressing” and attacked 
the government for en- 
couraging' a hire-and-fire 
strategy among employers. 

“Instead, the government 
must invest in jobs and 
training and take urgent steps 
to end the plague of job 
insecurity,” he said. 

Last month a survey by the 
CBI employers' organisation 
said that manufacturing pro- 
duction is now rising at its 
slowest rate for 15 months.

Rank will pay for its share 
from cash raised through sale 
its 40 per cent stake in Rank 
Xerox earlier this year, and a 
consortium of banks has 
agreed (o provide $2.2 billion 
of financing. 

The two companies already 
jointly own the movie-based 
theme park Universal Studios 
Florida (USF). also located 
in Orlando, which is operated 
by MCA. 


This new resort will con- 
tain a theme park Universal's 
Island of Aventures, consist- 
ing of five theme-based is- 
lands including one inspired 
bythe film. Jurassic Park, and 
an entertainment zone with 
restaurants, shops and a cine- 
ma.

“The investment in UCF 
represents a further commit- 
ment to a proven and profit- 
able part of Rank's leisure 
interests." the U.K. group 
said in a statement released 
in London.

Fokker fights for survival 


AMSTERDAM (R) - 
Dutch aircraft maker Fokker 
N. V. said Friday it could pull 
operations out of the Nether- 
lands in a desperate bid to 
survive., while its shares 
crashed to an all-lime low on 
fears that it might be in a 
terminal dive. 


Dubbed the "dolores" plan 
— for dollar low rescue — it 
could also include changing 
the terms of contracts with 
Fokker's suppliers to pay 
them in dollars. 


Fokker shares fell more 
than 25 per cent to six guil- 
ders after it was forced into a 


humiliating public assurance 
on Thursday that Germany's 


"Dolores is a DAS A plan, 
in which Fokker is involved, 
where we study ways to 
shield ourselves from dollar 
changes ” said Mr. Stcijn, 
adding that the plan should 
be ready by early October.

Fokker spokesman Leo 
Stcijn said relocating to a 
low- wage, dollar-based coun- 
try was one of the long-term 
options being considered as 
of a package to keep the 
inn alive. 


The company is highly 
vulnerable to currency 
changes because it sells air- 
craft for dollars but its costs 
for building them are in guil- 
ders. 

"Market prices fell because 
of economic recession. We 
were getting fewer dollars per 
aircraft and fewer guilders 
per dollar. That’s it in a 
nutshell," Mr. Steijn told 
Reuters. 


Creative . solutions — like 
asking suppliers to bear cur- 
rency risks alongside Fokker 
— would help the firm ride 
out current financial prob- 
lems and seize growing busi- 
ness opportunities.

AMMAN — Interesting 
and competitive matches 
await baskerball fans this 
week as the final round of

AMMAN — Al Ahli gave titleholders Al 
Orthodoxi a hard time before losing by a mere 
three points 55-52 in the second match of the 
1995 women's basketball championship orga- 
nised by the Jordan Basketball Federation 
(JBF).

Wilander. the oldest player 
in the tournament and the 
highest-ranked player with- 
out a seed (No. 61). had 
missed a chance to. take the 
first set when he couldn't 
hold his serve in the last 
game, forcing the tiebreaker. 

He avoided playing 
another tiebreaker in the 
third Set by breaking Rosset 
in the last game, which sent 
the' fans at stadium court on 
thier feet for a standing ova- 
tion. 

"It pumps me up for sure," 
Wilander said of the rousing 
rounds of applause he re- 
ceived from the estimated 
crowd of about 9,000 at the 
Connecticut tennis center.

PARIS (Agencies) — Struck 
by “an air of deja-vu” be- 
tween the two bombings that 
have rocked Paris this sum- 
mer, authorities on Saturday 
focused on Algerian extrem- 
ists. 

The French radio station 
RTL said Saturday that a 
caller speaking in the name of 
the “GIA General Com- 
mand" daimed responsibility 
for Thursday’s attack that 
wounded 17 people near the 
ARC de Triomphe. 

Police sources said they 
could not authenticate that 
claim but. were taking it 
seriously. For the first time, 
they disclosed that the station 
had received two similar 
claims after the July 25 
bombing that killed seven 
people and wounded 84 
others in a Paris subway. 

The “GIA General Com- 
mand" is a new name in 
Algeria’s 3V5-year-old civil 
war. Authorities speculate 
that it might be an offshoot of 
the extremist Armed Islamic 
Group, known by its French 
initials GIA, which is trying 
to topple the military-backed 
Algerian government. 

Interior Minister Jean- 
Louis Debre said there was 
“a certain number of troubl- 
ing elements" in common 
with the July 25 explosion on 
a commuter train in the heart 
of Paris' Left Bank. 

Thursday’s bomb planted 
in a rubbish bin injured 17, 
including three seriously. The 
July attack claimed seven 
lives and injured more than 
80. 

“There were gas canisters 
(packed with explosives) in 
both cases, similar types of 
explosives, symbolic loca- 
tions, identical rimes of day," 
Mr. Debre said, but added 
that it was too early to say 
precisely whether the same 


group was behind both 
attacks . 

“I do not wish to rule out 
the possibility of other 
attacks,” Mr. Debre said, 
fuelling fears of a wave of 
attacks, similar to those that 
shook France in the 1980s. 

Then, a total of 13 people 
were killed and more than 
300 were injured in two 
waves of attacks linked with 
events in the Middle East. 

Paris is on full alert, with 
an extra 1.200 police called in 
since Thursday, bringing the 
force up 17.200, and security 
intensified around major* 
tourism venues. 

But popular French news- 
paper France -So ir called en- 
suring total security in the 
capital a “mission impossi- 
ble." It illustrated the point 
with photographs of a repor- 
ter succeeding in planting a 
make-believe bomb in a rub- 
bish bin in a Paris under- 
ground station Friday, even 
though most such bins have 
been hermetically sealed. 
The reporter was not sropped 
by security forces. 

“We cannot place police- 
men behind very trash bin,”* 
said Francoise Rudetsky. 
president of SOS Attentats, 
an aid group that helps vic- 
tims of terrorist attacks, her- 
self a victim of a 1986 bomb 
blast. 

Investigators Saturday .said 
they were taking seriously 
evidence given by a youth on 
a bicycle who said be saw two 
men putting a package in a 
trash bin, with some difficul- 
ty, just before Thursday’s 
blast. 

The witness said he had 
described their appearance to 
police, who drew up sketch- 
es. Police did not comment 
on the men’s appearance or 
confirm that sketches had 


been drawn. 

Investigators have deter- 
mined the gas canister stuffed 
with nails and bolts that ex- 
ploded Thursday was purch- ' 
ased in Belgium, as was a 
similar canister used in the 
train attack in July. 

According to initial inves- 
tigations, the explosive used 
in Thursday's attack included 
chlorate. Police were unable 
to determine the type of ex- 
plosive used in the subway 
bombing but suspect it was 
also chlorate-based. 

Authorities believe the 
bombers are the assassins 
who shot to death the elderly 
co-founder of the Islamic 
Salvation Front, at a Paris 
mosque on July 11. the 
French daily Le Monde re- 
ported Saturday, citing un- 
identified police sources. 

' The slain imam, Abdul 
Baki Sahraouti, was at odds 
with the GIA. which re- 
portedly had put his name on 
a death threat list in May. 

Bioth groups are fighting 
for strict Islamic rule in 
Algeria and are angry at 
France for supporting the 
government in its former col- 
ony. 

GIA has threatened 
attacks on French soil, mak- 
ing it a prime suspect in both 
bombings and in the assas- 
sination, the newspaper Le 
Figaro reported Saturday, 
also citing unnamed investi- 
gators. 

“There’s an air of deja-vu 
among authorities probing 
the attacks, an investigator 
told the French daily Libera- 
.tion. 

Algerian newspapers on 
Saturday also blamed Islamic 
insurgents for the latest 
bombing. “Coincidence?" 
questioned a headline in one 
the daily Le Matin.

Kuwait says oil supply to 
Jordan needs discussion 


ALGIERS (AFP) — A 
leader of Algeria's ban- 
ned Islamic Salvation 
Fronr (FIS) pledged 
Saturday that FIS would 
prevent the military- 
backed regime from hold- 
ing presidential elections 
scheduled for Nov. 16. 

A communique from 
Paris by Anwar Haddam, 
head of the group’s par- 
liamentary delegation 
abroad, rejected the elec- 
tion and said it was “the 
duty of everyone to pre- 
vent this manoeuvre 
directed against the Alge- 
rian people." 

The call pointed to- 
wards further guerrilla ac- 
tion against the govern- 
ment two days after a 
spectacular double car- 
bomb attack on an exclu- 
sive and heavily-guarded 
official residence outside 
Algiers which killed two 
people. 

The FIS “categorically 
rejects this election under 
the form proposed by the 
putschists (referring to the 
Algerian government) 
and warns against any 
attempt to international- 
ise the Algerian crisis," ' 
the communique added. 

Mr. Haddam, one of 
the regime's most virulent 
critics, warned that the 
elections “will prolong the 
crisis and aggravate the 
people’s suffering." 

“The military junta 
wants to impose (this poll) 
on the people by force to 
acquire legitimacy from 
the international com- 
munity in the absence of 
popular legitimacy (in 
Algeria)," he added. 

The government 
announced the first round 
date on Friday despite a 
. promised boycott by offi- 
cial opposition parties and 
the distinct lack of an 
agreement Islamic fun- 
damentalists. 

Algeria has been 
wracked by violence in 
which more than 30,000 
people have died since the 
regime annulled elections 
in January 1992 the FIS 
was poised to win, 

Mr. Haddam said it was 
“impossible" to reach a 
political solution to the: 
crisis without using as a 
base a January agreement 
signed in Rome by eight 
opposition groups, includ- 
ing the FIS, but rejected 
by the government. 

He called on countries 
to break off diplomatic 
relations with Algeria and 


cut all but humanitarian 
aid. 

Meanwhile, in an inter- 
view published Saturday 
in The Times in London, 
Mr. Haddam said: “The 
freedom fighters will not 
allow an election.. We are 
against any act of terror- 
ism but we do support 
strongly the freedom 
fighters.” 

Thursday’s attack ont 
he Club des Pins resi- 
dence outside Algiers, 
where families of govern- 
ment and other leading 
officials live, was a spec- 
tacular example of where 
the guerrillas can strike if 
they want. 

Two of the group were 
drivers working for a tour- 
ist company at the com- 
pound, which houses the 
country's most important 
official residences, the 
government said in a com- 
munique. 

When police went to 
arrest one of the drivers, a 
man opened fire on them 
with an automatic pistol 
and was killed in an ex- 
change of fire, the state- 
ment added. 

The double blast on 
Thursday killed two peo- 
ple and wounded seven, 
according to state-run 
television. 

Gub des Pins, which 
has round-the-clock 
security and limited ac- 
cess, is a collection of 
villas and chalets housing 
the families of govern- 
ment officials and other 
figures threatened by fun- 
damentalists. 

The attack came as 
police claimed the secur- 
ity situation was impro- 
ving by the week and that 
safety for the election was 
guaranteed. 

The daily Liberte paper 
took up the general 
mood, defining the attack 
as a “challenge to the 
state” and asking: “If 
people in Gub des Pins 
are not safe, who is? ,r 

The daily Tribune said 
the perpetrators were “a 
security man, a gardener 
and a driver" who had got 
past all checks. 

Meanwhile a carbomb 
exploded Friday ajt 
Douera police station 15 
kilometres south of 
Algiers, causing no in- 
juries, and another was 
dismantled at the town 
hall in nearby Staouweli, 
government daily AI 
Moudjahid reported. 


Libya warns of 
U.S. 'threat' 
to Iraq, Arabs 

TRIPOLI (AFP) — Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadnafi 
addressed a message on Fri- 
day to Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak warning of 
‘the threat to Arab national 
security” posed by U.S. 
moves against Iraq, the state 
news agency said. 

Libya requested on Thurs- 
day an “urgent” session of 
the defence council of the 
Arab League to examine 
“American provocations" in 
the region ■ and “threats” 
from Washington against 
Iraq. Colonel Qadhafi earlier 
criticised U.S. -Jordanian 
military manoeuvres begun 
on Friday, accusing Washing- 
ton of seeking to “terrorise'’ 
the Arabs. 

“The American provoca- 
tions and military movements 
including those of aircraft 
carriers in the Mediterranean 
Sea, the Red SEa and the 
Gulf" require a meeting of 
the league defence council, 
the Libyan news agency 
JANA said. 

The agency also conde- 
mned “threats" by Washing- 
ton against Baghdad after the 
United States promised to 
defend Jordan against re- 
praisals from Baghdad for 
giving political asylum to Ira- 
qi defectors.

Marie Louise Birgitta Hen- 
riz, 47, was found dehydrated 
and semi-comatose in a cave 
in the far west of Cypnis. She 
hit the headlines with her 
refusal to communicate with 
anyone around her or revea r 
who she was. 

She was given sanctuary in 
a Greek Orthodox convent 
but she was thrown out after 
she scandalised the nuns of 
the Ayios Nicolaos monas- 
tery by drawing sketches of 
people in the nude.

Israeli copters kill 4 guerrillas in Lebanon 


MARJAYOUN (Agencies) 
— Israeli helicopter gunships 
blasted guerrilla targets in 
South Lebanon on Saturday, 
killing four guerrillas, secur- 
ity and pro-Israeli militia 
sources said. 

Lebanese security sources 
said four helicopters fired 
rockets and machineguns at a 
group of guerrillas in the 
Yohmor area near the mar- 
ket town of Nabatiyeh north 
of the Jewish state's South 
Lebanon occupation zone. 

Sources with the Israeli- 
backed South Lebanon Army 
(SLA) said later that an 
Israeli patrol found the 
bodies of three guerrillas in 
an area near Yonmor on the 
edge of the 15-kilometre 
deep Israeli-held zone hours 
after the air raid. 

They said two of the guer- 


rillas were from the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine-General Command 
(PFLP-GC) and the third was 
a guide from the pro-Iranian 
Hizbollah. 

Security sources outside 
the zone said a fourth guerril- 
la who was wounded made it 
into Yohmor village just out- 
side the zone and died there 
.before he could be taken to 
hospital by the villagers. 

It was not immediately 
known if he was a PFLP-GC 
or Hizbollah member. 

Israeli forces spotted the 
guerrilla squad in the morn- 
ing as it tried to sneak into 
the central sector of the 
Israeli-held area near the 
Cnisader-built Beaufort Cas- 
tle, a major Israeli stron- 
ghold, the sources said. 

A Merkava tank's crew 


opened up on the infiltrators, 
firing up to 50 shells. Two 
helicopter gunships rocketed 
the area around Yuhmor. 

‘Four missiles were fired in 
Israel's 25th air strike in 
Lebanon this year. 

Israeli and SLA artillery 
positions also shelled the 
southern market town of 
Nabatiyeh near the central 
sector of the enclave Israel 
occupies as a “security zone" 
against cross-border guerrilla 
raids. 

Saturday's casualties 
brought this year’s toll to 117 
dead and 284 injured in hosti- 
lities this year in South Leba- 
non. 

Eleven PFLP-GC guerril- 
las were wounded in two air 
raids against group hideouts 
in South Lebanon this 


month. Three PFLP-GC 
guerrillas were killed in an air 
attack on posts of the Palesti- 
nian faction in hills south of 
Beirut in January. 

The Damascus-based 
group is • .vehemently 
opposed to the 1993 peace 
accord between the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) and Israel, 

In Beirut, a spokesman for 
Hizbollah said one Hizbollah 
fighter was killed in a clash 
with an Israeli patrol in 
Yohmor, which was followed 
by an air raid by Israeli heli- 
copters. 

He said the Israelis suf- 
fered several casualties in the 
firelight but he made no men- 
tion of any Hizbollah casual- 
ties in Saturday’s air attack. 


U.N. agencies issue urgent Somalia appeal 


NAIROBI (R) — U.N. agen- 
cies in Somalia issued an ur- 
gent appeal on Saturday to 
donors to help bring relief to 
a nation still mired in vio- 
lence and anarchy. 

The U.N. Coordination 
Team (UN CT) said in a state- 
ment in Nairobi that out of 
$70 million requested in 
January by U.N. relief 
groups, only $14 million had 
been contributed so far. and 
cash-starved agencies were 
forced to cut back on staff. 

UNOT said U.N. agencies 
were suffering from lack of 
resources at a time when food 
and medical needs were ris- 
ing and agenries such as the 
children’s body UNICEF 
were operating on funds left 
over from 1994. 

“Even though there are 
sufficient food supplies in the 
city markets, ana prices are 
quite low, many people simp- 
ly do not have the money to 
buy food,” said Erling De- 


ssau of the U.N. Develop- 
ment Programme (UNDP). 

“We have been monitoring 
the situation over the past six 
months. UNICEF ana WFP 
(World Food Programme) 
have increased 'their 
emergency stocks, but if we 
do not receive minimum in- 
puts from donors, the current 
level of emergency assistance 
and preventive programmes 
will not be possible,” ' Mr. 
Dessau said. 

UNCT urged all Somali 
factions to cease hostilities 
and pursue reconciliation, 
saying it could not effectively 
address Somali humanitarian 
needs without the coopera- 
tion of the Somali people. 

The U.N. group said secur- 
ity problems in the Somalia 
capital Mogadishu were a 
, direct cause of malnutrition, 
as violent skirmishes pre- 
vented people from reaching 
market places. 

“In recent weeks, a num- 


ber of violent attacks on pub- 
lic transport buses have lolled 
and wounded many innocent 
people. Commercial trans- 
porters often cannot reach 
markets in certain areas such 
as Medina where malnutri- 
tion rates are high,” it said. 

Since the U.N. peacekeep- 
ing operation U.N. Opera- 
tion in Somalia (UNOSOM) 
left Somalia in February, 
thousands of people have be- 
come jobless and no longer 
have the cash to buy food and 
other necessities. 

UNOSOM was the largest 
employer in Mogadishu, pro- 
viding for a workforce of 
10,000. Local businesses and 
fringe services in the city 
boomed at the height of the 
international presence. 

In the aftermath of five 
years of civil war that killed 
some 30,000 people, induced 
a famine that killed 10 times 
that number and shattered 
the economy, the capital- 


Mogadishu lags behind all 
other region in terms of re- 
habilitation and recovery. 

Somali factions have 
shown no sign of uniting since 
the UNOSOM pullout. Fac- 
tion leaders opposed to war- 
lord Mohammad Farah 
Aideed on Thursday dismis- 
sed his claims to be president 
and thanked the world for
